Mundt likewise deliberately seeks to defraud the peo- 
ple with his claim the measure does not outlaw the Com- 
munist’ Party. It bluntly declares the Communist move- 
ment seeks “to establish a Communist totalitarian dictator- 
ship,’ and then makes it a crime to belong to an organi- 
zation seeking to establish such a “dictatorship.” 


Under cover of such deliberate hoaxes did Hitler take 
power in Germany. The people will have to see that the 
Mundt-Nixon bill is blocked in the Senate if we are not to 
suffer a similar fate here.

2. The Miners’ Victory 3 
What It Means to Labor 


THE OUTCOME of the mine struggle has 
the effect of raising immediately the objectives 
that unions set for themselves in 1950 negotia- 
tions. Union leaders will find. it extremely diffi- 
cult to sell a wage freeze contract to their mem- 
bers, or to settle for the pie.in-the-sky (after 25-30 
years service with ONE company) type of pen- 
sions. Even the AFL's New Year perspective for 
an average 10-cent hourly raise is antiquated by 
the 19-cent level won by the miners. The mine 
settlement also opens the ewe 
door to “ important 
longer-range dévelopments, 
because ,its léssons have a 
profound significance. They 
cut the ground from under 
program that most top 
leaders have.followed in the 
recent period. 

John L. Lewis, like the 
a pong majority of la- 
bor's top leaders in America, 
is a strong backer of the 
capitalist system. But, he 
nevertheless understands that his union’s victory 
points to a new course for Jabor, and that it 
could have a tremendous impact both in defénse 
of labor and: for a new advance. Therein is the 
es of his proposal to Philip Murray for a 
“mutual aid alliance” uniting the strength of 
the steel and mine union against the “financial 
interests’ who, he stresses, have embarked on a 


union-busting drive. 
. 


A DAY EARLIER, in his letter to Walter 
Reuther, offering his union a million-dollar Joan to 
fight General Motors, Chrysler and Ford, Lewis 
noted that the miners had to fight the same finan- | 
cial interests who dominate the auto industry. 
Asking for a committee of the steel union to 
negotiate, Lewis also suggested that other unions 
may be admitted to enjoy the protection of this 
agreement. 

This — is similar to the one Lewis un- 
successfully made last fall. He seems to be deter- 
mined to build a springboard from which further 
advances toward a united front of labor against 
the trusts could be built. The press will undoubt- 
edly picture Lewis’ move as a power tactic to re- 
build a strong position for himself in the labor. 
movement. But the important point to see is 
the basis — which Lewis proposes to build 
this united front. He is actually roposing that 
it be built on-a fighting basis, with a war chest 
— a pooling of strength prepared for new at- 
tacks. 

Lewis obviously doesn’t feel that the contract. 
he signed last Sunday is an insurance policy. 
After a 10-month bitter struggle to get a contract, 
a union cannot feel too secure. Surely if the steel 
interests fought so hard, as Chrysler is now fight- 
ing, against even giving less than a 10-cent pack- 
age, Murray's and Reuther’s unions cannot feel 
too secure. So Lewis isn't just offering help to 
others. He is even more concerned, probably, 
with the protection he builds for his own union, 
whose heart the trusts would like to cut out at 


the first opportunity.

“There have been numerous times as a regular reader of our 
paper that I have been inclined to write letters but I have always 
procrastinated. The warm water of the hunting controversy, how- 
ever, is too tempting for me to allow another opportunity to go by. 

“I am a regular fisherman and have hunted occasionally, but 
I personally prefer fishing to the extent of not even bothering to 
go hunting anymore (especially since I was in the infantry during 
the war and got fed up to the ears with frearms.) . 

“But since these two outdbor sports are so closely related that 
the sentiments expressed against hunting could apply equally to 
fishing. (For in«both cases ‘sadistic victims of depraved capitalist 
idealogy’ find ‘exhilirating sport’ in ‘killing sacred living creatures.) 
Please allow me to inject a few facts of life into the discussion. |

“In_ the first place both hunting and fishing are mass sports 
in the U. S., and to a de that would probably shock the cos- 
mopolitan sophisticates: who so self righteously look down - their 
noses at the ‘barbaric’ participants in these sports. | 

“And this is not just an assertion but a’ fact based on statistics. 
More millions are spent on fishing in the U. S. every year than 
on any other sport—a fact properly reported on our own sport 
pages if I remember correctly. | 

“In the second place, as mass sports, participation.4n hunting 
and fishing cuts across class lines, and the class stratification heing 
what it is in ‘our capitalist ‘country, this means many, many more 
workers and farmers than business executives participate in these 
sports. I personally dare say that the working class 
of my fishing associates and friends who go hunting is higher 
than among my progressive associates generally. 

Therefore, far from being’ a restricted bourgeois sport (as by 
the way, bourgeois participants would like it to be) or a manifesta- 
tion of the rottenness of capitalist ideology, these sports are them- 
selves in the arena of the class struggle where. the class position 
of the participant does seriously limit the extent and level of the 
participant but certainly not the enthusiasm of the participant. 

“Capitalism, far from encouraging these sports for the people, 
actually is constantly threatening and limiting them: Worker- 
sportsmen constantly face the embittering situation where a favorite 
hunting or fishing area is posted and in many cases even patrolled 
by the hired armed guards of an exclusive and restricted “sports- 
man club” composed of a few rich men.
